"A Concerted Attack. 


Shortly ‘before four o'clock on 
Sunday morning as the Tean was

Being anxious that the steamer 
ghould leave the harbour before 
dawn, they ordered the raising of 
the anchor. When one of the sea- 
---mon demurred, or showed himadlf

pirates hit him over the head with 

“an axe and Iald him out.

Drummond felt’ rather annoyed 
that his slumbers should be thus 
disturbed.

Well Treated, 


Some time later, as Mr. Drum- 
mond: ventured out of his cabin, he 
wis, stopped ‘by two men who had 
been squatting outside. They ask- 
him if he had a gun, and he told 
them he jhad none. Mr, Drums 
mond saw that the two men were 
armed, and it: was then that. he 
was able to size up the ‘situation 
and. realised that ‘he ‘had fallen 
into the’ hands of pirates, 

Thereafter, Mr. Drummond and 
his wife were careful to remain in 

. their cabin, where they were left 
fairly undiaturbed for a day, ex- 
-eept . when a pirate, who spoke 
broken English and who appeared 
to be'a man: of some importance, 
periodically put his head into the 
cabin as if to satisfy himself that 
the passengers were, still there, 

Occasionally, provisions would 
be taken into thé cabin, and on 
the whole Mr. Drummond express- 
ed himself as being well-treated, 

The pirates, however, took away 
all his wife's jewellery’ including 
her wedding ring, and they. also 
stole a watch and some’ moncy
